(k) Consequent to the issue of ceiling price of the formulation pack(s) in this notification, the 
price order(s) issued prior to this date of notification stand automatically withdrawn.

(l) Consequent to the issue of ceiling price of the formulation pack(s) in this notification, the 
price order(s) issued prior to this date of notification stand withdrawn.
